Oklahoma City, April 2 0.-Convinced 
that it is impossible for a legal primary 
to be called for May 23, under the Ok­ 
lahoma primary law, because of the in­ 
ability to give the required 30 days 
notice the Democratic state executive 
committee, yesterday decided to post­ 
pone the date of the state primaries 
until June 8.

members of the committee was that 
the primary should be h«W on May 23, 
if there was any way in which such a 
primary election could be legally held 
under the recent decision of Judge 
Burford, knocking eut the supreme 
election board as created by an ordi­ 
nance of the constitutional convention. 
The decision of Judge Buford de­ 
clares that under tin? enabling act the 
; election must in ad m atters conform as 
near as possible to the election law's of 
the territory of ^Oklahoma.

adopted by the constitutional conven­ 
tion, there would still have been am­ 
ple time to publish the notice of the 
primary and it was under this law that 
the state committee at Tulsa contemp 
lated calling the primary. 
Since the

tion board has been invalied, and it is 
agreed that the election laws of Okla­ 
homa must apply, it has been found 
necessary to secure more time in order 
that the law may be complied with. 
Another feature of the Oklahoma 
law that influenced the decision for 
postponing the primary is the one re­ 
quiring that all persons who vote in the 
primary in cities of tht* first class, 
shall have registered one month pre­ 
ceding the primary election. 
Under this provision, were the elec­ 
tion held May 23, many of the Demo­ 
crats of the Indian 
Ierriti>ry cities 
j would be deprived of any voice in the 
* choice of their party candidate.

Emil von Behring, the celebrated 
bacteriologist, who discovered the anti diphtheria 
serum, has created a sensation in E urope by the 
announcem ent th at he has a rem edy for con­ 
sumption. 
In an article ju st published in the 
Independent. Dr. von Behring describes his dis­ 
covery. 
Holding that consum ption, w hether it 
appears early or late in life, is in most cases 
"the result of germ s acquired in infancy.” and 
nam ely by ingestion, it is his conviction th a t 
freedom from infection can be assured only by 
careful feeding and healthy surroundings in early 
childhood. 
Von Behring, however, ha^ som ething 
to offer besides m eans of avoiding infection. 
This i3 his " tu la -c la rtin.” 
Inoculation with 
this remedy, it is claim ed, gives im m unity from 
_ 
the disease. 
W hether those suffering from phthisis can be cured or im proved 
has not yet been determ ined, but, judging by m any experim ents on anim als, 
Prof. von Behring is persuaded that in tulaselactin he has 
discovered 
a 
of increasing the resistance of those who show a hypersensitiveness 
le r the tuberculin test. 
As a scientist and medical discoverer vim Behring ranks with P asteu r 
and Koch. 
He lives on a large medical farm near M arburg; he is a profes­ 
sor in the U niversity of Berlin and a personal friend of the kaiser, w ho has 
increased his salary in o rd e r to enable him to devote his tim e to til herm osis 
researches on a large scale. 
On his farm of 400 acres. Prof. Uehling ha- no 
les- than loo cows, as well as several hundred horses and other animals. 
T he en terp rise costs in the neighborhood of $30,000 a year. 
W hen the learned medical societies have proclaim ed the indisputable 
value of “tulaselactin ” Prof. von B ehring will receive the $4,800 a >*ar in­ 
come from the Prix La ca vc offered by the* French academ y for the conquerer 
of tuberculosis. 
H e will also receive the $2.000,eOO set apart by a Brazilian 
m illionaire for the sam e purpose.

that it is impossible for a legal pn"*^ 
to be called for May 23, under the Ok- 
lahoma primary law because of the in- 
ability to give the required 39 days 
notice the Democratic state executive 
committee, yesterday decided to post 
pone the date of the state primaries 
until June 8 
The unanimous sentirwmt of the 


members of the committee wan that 
the primary should be held on May 28, 
if there was any way in which such a 
primary election cottlfl be legally held 
under the recent decision of Judge 
Burford, knocking out the supreme 
election board as created by an ordi- 
nance of the constitutional convention 


The decision of Judge Buford de- 


clares tfcat under the enabling act the 
election must in *11 matters conform as 
near as possible to the election laws of 
the territory of Oklahoma 


Under the 
-election 
ordinance as 


Cox-Greer-McDonald Go. 


adopted by the constitutional conten- 
tion, there would still have been am- 
ple time to publish the notice of the 
primary and it was under this law that 
the state committee at Tulsa contemp 
lated calling the primary 
Since the 


provision establishing the supreme elec- 
tion board has been mvahed and it is 
agreed that the election laws of Okla- 
homa must apply it has been found 
necessary to secure more time in order 
that the law may be complied with 


Another feature of the Oklahoma 


law that influenced the decision for 
postponing the primary is the one re- 
quiring that all persons who vote in the 
primary in cities of the first class 
shall have registered one month pre 
ceding the primary election 


Under this provision were the elec 


tion held May 23 many of the Demo 
crate of the Indian Territory cities 
would be deprived of any voice in the 
choice of their party candidate
